Increased Revenues Offi- 


cially Estimated at One 


Hundred Million 


Dollars. 


(By The Associated Press) 


Washington, 
Aug 
4—Increased 


revenues officially estimated at $100,- 
000,000 anmially, will accrue to the 
Treasury as a result of an advance 
in transportation rates. The added 
income for the Government, officials 
said last night, would be derived 
from Increased transportation taxes, 
which are paid by the public, and 
through operation of the income and 
excise provisions of the revenue laws. 


Transportation taxes for the year 


ending June 30 aggregated approxi- 
mately $231,000,000. This sum was 
made up from the three percent tax 
on 
freight 
charges amounting to 


$125,000.000 the 
8, per cent tax on 


passenger tickets 
supplying 
$100.- 


000000 and the 8 per cent tax on 
Pullman charges producing $6,500.- 
000 


Should railroad traffic continue at 


its present volume, these amounts 
would be increased correspondingly 
with the rate advance permitted ov 
the Interstate commerce commission 


Officials of the bureau of internal 


revenue calculate the additional tax- 
es will agregate $38 550.000 on freight 
$18700000 on passenger and $3500,- 
000 on Pullman charges 


INCOME TAXES 


Another source of revenue would 


be from income taxes levied against 
the .railrond 
corporations 
Railroad 


executives expect manv carriers to 
earn sufficient returns under the new 
rates to compel the payment of in- 
come taxes for the first time since 
pre-war days 
It is from this source 


that the Treasury expects to obtain 
a large portion of the lemaimng $40,- 
000,000 of their $100.000,000 estimate 
Officials place the amount from in- 
come taxes conservatively at $30,- 
000,000 a year. 


SOME RETURN FROM WAGES 
The wage award of 5600.000,000 a 


year, will result In prDthictng a cer- 
tain return to the government for It 
places most railroad employes with- 
in jurisdiction of the Income tax laws. 
Amounts levied on most workers will 
be small but. it was pointed out. the 
railroad labor army numbers more 
than 2.000,000 persons. From this 
number, officials believe the taxes 
would aggregate probably $10,000,000 
or more 


Officials are studying the Indirect 


effect the rate Increase will have on 
revenue produced by the excise and 
mlscellanous taxes. Practically all 
excise taxes are based on a percent- 
age of the selling prices, as the so- 
called luxury tax, and they regard 
it as certain that more revenue will 
be forthcoming as the prices of com- 
modities move upward.

Marion, Ohio, Aug. 4 —Decrying ap- 


peals to classes as a menace second 
only to surrender of nationality to 
internationally, Senator Harding in 
his second front 
porch 
presidential 


campaign speech today declared that 
if he could choose but one, he "would 
rather have 
industrial 
and 
social 


peace at home than command the in- 
ternational peace of all the world." 


He asserted It would be unwise for 


this country to permit "our activi- 
ties In seeking for peace In the Old 
World to blind us to the essentials of 
peace at home, and added that "if 
America can be made to forget the 
attempted barter of nationality, well 
and good," but that "when nationality 
is surrendered to internationatity, lit- 
tle else matters, and all appeal Is 
vain " The address was delivered to 
a delegation of Wayne county, Ohio, 
Republicans. 


THE LEAGUE. 


Taking up the leaguo of nations, 


Senator Harding declared it to be 
the other extreme to a referendum on 
a. proposed declaration of war. "I 
emphatically agree," he said, "that no 
authority other than congress may 
call eur bovs to battle. 
Accepting 


this truth, why make a covenant 
which violates, the good faith of na- 
tions?" 


"Suppose," he- continued, "that un- 


der article X a program of armed 
foice is agreed upon, and the con- 
gress of the United Statea declines to 
lespond. 
The executive 
would be 


called upon to carry on a war with- 
out constitutional authority, or we 
should prove our compact no more 
than a scrap of paper. 
We are on 


the side of beth safety and honor to 
hold for ourselves the decision of our 
obligations to the world." 


HOLD INHERITANCE SECURE 
In closing, Senator Harding said: 
"It is impossible to definitely fix 


our course amid the usual conditions 
in the wake of war. The world has 
to steady down. We have been talk- 
ing about getting 
back to normal. 


That doesn't mean the old order, that 
doesn't mean looking backward. 
It 


is the short and easy way of saying 
'again to stability,' 'once more to 
regularity.' 


"We Republicans hold that the In- 


herited plans of constitution, repre- 
sentative popular government wi'H 
the inspirations of nationality and a 
fair chance tor every man, have en- 
abled men to write the supreme story 
of human and national advancement, 
in all the world, and we mean to 
hold the inheritance secure and KO 
confidently on to greater and grander 
achiev ement."

Wadhams, of New York, and the late 
Frederick N. Judson, of this city. 


Charles Blood Smith, of Topeka, 


Kan., and Henry St. George Tucker, 
of Lexington, Va. will present a min- 
ority report, in which they assert 
they are "unable to concur" with the 
malonty committee. 


Sections of reports to be presented 


at the convention have been received 
by members of the local arrange- 
ments committee. The reports treat 
of various subjects. 


SHOULD BE RATIFIED 


"Your committee is of the opinion 


that the treaty, including the por- 
posals for a League of Nations should 
be ratified without amendment," the 
malority report on the treaty de- 
clares, "The world is anxious to re- 
turn to a more settled condition 
which awaits the termination of the 
great war. If amendments are pro- 
posed by the United States, other 
governments would undoubtedly pro- 
pose amendments, and it is unlikely 
that a second conference could pro- 
duce a more satisfactory treaty. 


"It is particularly fitting that the 


United States .should 
support 
the 


proposal for this league. The Leaguo 
is based upon our own experience In 
a federation of states enjoying liber- 
ty and peace. It has been our high 
destiny to join with our Allies in 
preventing the destruction of llbertv 
and establishing it as the governing 
principle in the life of the states 


"Upon entering the war we ex- 


pressed it as our desire and purpose 
to secure not onl/ for ourselves, 
but for all nations of the world, an 
enduring peace, based upon 
those 


principles of liberty and of justice 
which we enjoy 
The league is or- 


ganized for that purpose 
Should 


the United States refuse to enter the 
League It would defeat Its organiza- 
tion; should the United States join, 
it gives the best assurance of Its 
success". 


AMENDMENTS DESTRUCTIVE. 
Dealing with the subject of amend- 


ments and reservations, the reports 
iterates that 
amendments are de- 


structive to the pact, and emphasizes 
that only Interpretative reservations 
should be permitted 


Another report suggests that the 


election 
of 
the 
President of the 


United States and his inauguration be 
brought nearer together, and that the 
short session of the old congress he 
abandoned 


The interval between the election 


and inauguration of a president, this 
report 
declares, is a "serious 
evil, 


fraught with much danger, because, 
If an administration is discredited 
by a popular vote of want of confi- 
dence, the prestige of the government 
at home and abroad is weakened and 
there is dagger of humiliation, and 
disaster to 'the Republic" 
The re- 


port does not recommend any other 
date for the election or the inaugura- 
tion.

PLAYGROUND LEADERSHIP 


Experience has shown 'that when 


many children arc playing together a 
play leader la necessary If we are to 
keep the playgrounds from falling 
Into the hands of a gang, and pre- 
vent 
It from 
becoming a public 


nuisance through noise and disorder. 
When a playground has a good play 
leader the boys and girls are cons- 
clous of his presence only when h« 
Is absent. A goofl Play leader de- 
prives the bully of his power and 
leaves all the children free. 
The 


play leader's presence 
means free- 


dom for all to pity according to th« 
rules of tfie game. It means a sug- 
gestion here and a suggestion »hcr» 
which transforms boy mobs into hoy 
teams. 
Play leadership does not 


mean school 
discipline; 
does 
not 


mean providing some one to smuse 
the children. 


One of the field workers of the 


Playground and Recreation Assocla- 
tion of America has said concerning 
the school playground: "While it 1» 
advisable to purchase some bid's riml 
to lay out some courts for special 
games, do not be led into believing 
that balls and courts constitute a 
play-ground. The first essential of a 
playground Is leadership. This can- 
not be emphasized too strongly 


"Do not be led Into thinking that 


leadership Is a mere-police duty. It 
is not discipline In the sense that rt« 
word 
la all too often used 
In th« 


schoolroom, but It Is rather, organ- 
zatlon and leadership. 


"Children unused to organized play 


rarely possess Initiative and execu- 
tive ability sufficient to start games 
and keep them going. It IE the play 
leader's duty then 
to organize the 


game and to act as umpire."

"You must be right on the ground 


all the time. Play with tho children.

Reports recently made by one of 


the most thoughtful of English com- 
munists who went to Russia to study 
the conditions there from a precon- 
ceived 
favorable 
standpoint 
show 


that the principles on which Lenine 
and Trotsky are pursuing their war 
against Poland are founded on the 
upheaval of the modern system of 
civilization with nothing to put in its 
place. 


The tyranny o£ the proletariat, 


merciless and with no constructive 
plans for production or development 
of a new basis for human progress, 
bloody revolution in its worst forms 
are, according to this English com- 
munist, the object of the Russian 
leaders' policy. 


With regret this Englishman says 


that he is unable to accept the Rus- 
sian communism which Is not com- 
munism but the creation of an igno- 
rant dictatorship for an educated 
one, the passing of the control of the 
nation from one group to another 
group. 


The most optimistic note is that 


perhaps the great military structure 
which the Reds are building up in 
Russia will fall by its own. weight 
and that the old Russian army offi- 
cers now leading the hordes against 
the west may start a counter revo-

and

the extremists now in power. 


With Bolshevism more or less ram

Your correspondent estlniatea that 


eventually Cox will seek to avoid put- 
ting the emphasis of his campaign 
on Wilson and Wilson's League of 
Nations. 
Every 
probability points 


toward an effort on his part to create 
a new issue of his own, an issue of 
progressive versus reactionary. 


In any event, the public is likely 


to realize the unfairness of making 
Cox carry all the liabilities of his 
predecessor. The public could read 
ily come to feel that there is doubtful 
justice in the Republican effort . to 
talk of "Cox" as merely another name 
for Wilson. The public Is likely to 
feel that Cox is el-titled to a hearing, 
and even maybe a trial on his own 
account. Of course, If the Republi- 
cans choose to broaden their slogan 
to the old-fashioned "Turn the Dem- 
ocrats out," that would be entirely 
legitimate and would not carry the 
dangers of the narrower ainvat Wil- 
son personally.

In New York sugar is being sold 


by large dealers for twenty-one cents 
a pound delivered to any station in 
New Yark, New Jersey or Connecti- 
cut. This is in large sacks of 227 
pounds just as the sugar is packerl 
by the refiners. 


"It is no longer a favor to be al- 


lowed to buy sugar. The sugar men 
are now out to sell, not to grant the 
buyer the very great favor of buying 
at higher prices.

Of Raisins Recently 


"Malt no longer lies in the house 


that Jack built'.' and raisins have no 
opportunity to dry out or get wormy 
because the sale for both is so great. 
Wholesalers say they 
don't 
know 


whether the increased sales in raisins 
is due to prohibition or to the edu- 
cational campaign on 
their 
food 


value, but since both hops and malt 
co-incidentally have been in great de- 
mand, some of the dealers say they 
have their suspicions. 


Although all do not agree on the 


percentage of Increase in the sale of 
raisins within the last year or more, 
nearly every local wholesaler In the 
city reports a marked 
increase 
in 


sales of this commodity. One dealer 
said he sold five times as many rais- 
ns as in previous years. 
Another 


said his sales had Increased fifty per 
cent. 


But little hops and malt were hand- 


led locally up to a year ago, but be- 
ause of the demand, some of the gro- 
cers have begun to handle them. One 
dealer, when asked If 
he 
handled 


them, replied, "No, we do not. 
We 


lave occasional calls for them, but 
we have quit that business (meaning 
the liquor business) and there Is no 
use in giving them something with 
which to make It again."

tent, although within the last two 
months the price has not been quite 
so high.
